THE CHINA-JAPAN WAR. 


SHANGHAI NOTES, 
Shanghai, Sept. 8. 

We are ctill waiting for news of the great 
battle in northern Corea, The latest native 
reports are that the two armies are confront. 
ing each other on either side of the Lingtsin 
river, with only six orseven milea between | 
them, This river is said to be very swollen | 
atthe moment; and the rains and consequent | 
condition of the country have been seriously 
delaying the Japaness operations, while they | 
are noftso mnch an obstacle to the light 
marching order of the Chinese. We learn 
from the Japan Mail that the Japaness 
army on its vorthuard march from Seoul 
only wade 6 to 7 miles a day. Trancport 
is its great difficulty ; everything has to be 
carried by coolies, and no help can bo got 
from the Coreans, who are univereaily pro- 
Chinese Native reports are that a large 
Chinese force, guided by Coreaus through 
little-known paths, haa been sent to the 
south-east to turn the flank of the Japanese, 
who are expeoted to find themselves between 
two fires when the great battle takes place. 
This, no doubt, is an answer to the Japaneso 
story that General Yeh is surrounded and 
canuot escape.—-NV.0. Daily Netws. 


& JAPAN v ENGLAND, 
Tne Jiyi Shingo, while remarking on the 
kindly feeling displayed by England at 
the present time, says plainly that ‘Japan 
has determined to carry tho present war 
through tothe bittor end, and it ia porfeotly 
uselesa for any Power to propose any ar- 
bifration which ia not backed up by an 
armed force; and ad auch proceedings would 
be doing injustice to thie country, nono 
of the Powers, least of all England, is 
likely to proceed to such extromities. 
The many baseless ramours gurreat as to 
tha actions of the British fleet boing 
dictated by a foeling of hostility to thie 
country, are oot of course worthy of credit ; 
and fareigners, who are not thoroughly 
sonvereant with the prosont condition of 
éffsira in the Orient, may hava been the 
cause of a good deal of the Myiitisfaction 
of the Japanese peoplo, by giving express- 
ion to thoughtless words and ramours 
unfavourable to Japan. But that tho feal- 
ings of the majority of the pooplo of 
Englond are friendly to Japan, is plainty 
shown by the approving tone of the 
London presa, as wail as by treaty revision. 
The principal reason why England objected 
lo trealy revision was because she placed 
groater importance on her relations with 
Chins than with Japan, and feared lest 
revision with one country would leat to 
tha same results with the other, which 
would no doubt prove disadvantageous ta 
her. But sceing she was ready this time 
fo acocde to onr demands it showa she 
has become convinced that China can no 
longer be depended on, and therefore she 
hae songht to secure the good opinion of 
thia country even at tho risk of offonding 
China."—Japan Duily Herald, 


SUPPOSED LOSS OF A CHINESE 
TRANSPORT. 

The as, Poosung, which arrived at Shang- 
hai fron Amoy on the 10th inat., reports 
lenving thot port on the 6th, and that on 
the 8th, while passing throngh the Shetung 
Pass (about 45 miles to the north of Wen- 
chow) she sighted the wreck of a steamer on 
one of the inner islands. Ghe altered her 
soutse, and steamed olose in to the wreak, 
finding that it was that of a black wooden 
steamer with black funnel, and with her 
masty gone. From the appearance of her 
hows, she jadged that the nome had been 

nrposely obliterated. Hundreds of native 
oats surrounded her, and the occupants 
wera busily engaged in wrecking her—all 
the chains, auchora, and loose work being 
already taken off. On shore and aboard 
a number of soldiers were observed, although 
nove could ba on the ieland, usually. 

The Woosung steamed close by the ship 
and tho whiatle was blown, but 10 answering 
signal could be perceived, so sha proceeded 
on her way. 

From the desoription of the ship, as well 
asthe presence of the soldiers, it is almost 
certain that this ia the last naw Chinese 
transport Chean, late Whaon. This vansel 
was owned by the Taotai, and left Shanghai 
on 3rd September for Chinkiang, to load 
wldicra and rice for Formosa. We hove 
heard that after leaving Obinklang she 
painted her funoel and bull black ta escape 
recognition by any Japanese she might 
encounter. 

The Chean left hore in charge of s Chinese 
captain (!) and orew, and at the timo of her 
departure we asked ‘How long will her 
*Josa” look after her in the banda of a 
quartermaster?’ little thiuking that the

JAPANESE REINFORCEMENTS, 
(Prom the Anti-Japon Correapondent,) 
Chemulpo, Ang. 26. 

Tho last lot of transporte brought over 
2,400 soldiors, 2,780 coolios, 824 horses, 13 
mountain guna, and 13 mortars, They 
were not the troops which eame to Fusan 
some time ago, They oaly put intd Fusan 
but they say they did not wish to coms 
into a conflict with the Oorsans so they 
were brought around by aeato Chomulpo, 
and they all left the next morning for 
Seoul. :"It is impossible for any Japanese 
to march ovérland irom Fusan to Seoul 
without cowing into conflict with the 
Coreans, as the country is full of armed 
men, aspposed to ba Tong Haka, but really 
men who wish io drive ont tho Japanese. 
The populace. in the south have risen to a 
man for that purpose. What is moro, thoy 
refuse to sond any tribute rice, ao that the 
government will be starved out. The 
Japanese begin to see they have a larger 
contract on hand than they at first aup- 
posed, and the batred of the Corenns to- 
wards tho Japanese is growing more in- 
tena every day, Tho Japanese remaining 
in Corea are very depressed, os thoy 
imagined the war with Uhina would soon 
be over, but inatead of that they aro Losing 
men wevory day, 


SOME MINOR ENGAGEMENTS. 

There was also an engagement of 
Japanese with Coreans. A party of tiger 
hunters who ocoupied the top of a hill wero 
attacked by 4 body of 800 Japaneso who 
attempted tn dislodge them. The Curesus 
fought bravely and the Japanese were 
obliged to retire with over 600 killed, They 
are very sore over this defoat. To imagine 
that a lot of Coraans could defeat the protti- 
ly uniformed troops of the Mikado with 
niece boota and knapsacks is rather bad. 
Tho Coreaus were no doubt armed by the 
Obinese. A third outpoat of Japanese has 
keou defeated by the Chinesd at S3 Heung, 
which is in Huang -Hai province, and 
several hundred killed. The Japanese 
have now all retired to tho Seoul side of 
the Jin Chiu River where they are antren- 
ebing themalys, All the Japanese saldiara 
have left Seoul with the excoption of a faw 
who guard the gates and a very small Lege- 
tion guard. They have oven left the Palace, 
There ia a report that all non-combatant 
Japanese have been ordered to leave Seoul 
within 48 bours, but I cannot vouch for the 
troth of the report. At any rate there aro 
very few of that class remaining in Seoul. 
An Kyeng Syou, the head of the pro- 
Japanese party at Seoul, hulda no less than 
twelve of the leading offices himself, ao that 
the government is worse now than when 
under the Min family, for then the offices 
were parceled out among the various mem- 
bera of the family, but now one man scema 
to hold all the appointments, The real 
matter is that the Japanese aro hard put to 
it for offics holdera. They make plenty of 
appointments, but they are all declined with 
thanks, - 
JAPANESE SPIES. 

Tho Japancso spies hove also suffered. 
Seven men who spoke Corean fluently and 
the best men of the Japanese army wore 
sent as spies te Pyeng An province to re- 
pert on Chinesa movements, but the Chi- 
ness General put a price on Japanese heads 
and the result waa that the Japanese army 
are minus six of their bestepies, the seventh 
having a very barrow escape, dut he finally 
arrived in Seoul to tell of the fate of his 
six companions, and the Chinese army is at 
peaca in Pyeng An as far an the Japanese 
are concerned, Min Yeng Sik and Min 
Yong Chyoun have excaped to Pyeng An.

THE JAPANESE LOBSES. 
Ang. 30. 

The reported euccosses of the Japanese 
army are, to say the least, untrue. They 
are evidently under the impression that it 
would not do for the Japanese public to 
know the real state of affairs, All letters 
and news learing Qorea aro carefully 
revised by the government, and there has 
not been a single victory for them, unless 
the very much mismanaged affair at Yashan 
can be called a victory. On the other 
hand thera have been a series of mis- 
fortunes, amallin many onses it ia trae, but 
in the aggregate amounting to a great deal, 
To sim up the Japanese Tossex FE give the 
losses acknowledged by the Japanese here, 
the Corean estimate, and what 1 believa to 
ba a more nearly correct one than either, 
as the Japauese account is under-estimated 
and the Coraan one over-estimated.

When the news 
reached the Japanese camp « thousand 
soldiera were sent to punish the people bat 
wheu they arrived they found large num- 
bera of Coreans collected on: the hilla wait- 
ing for them, and allarmed, Tho Japanese 
changed their minds and retarned to the 
camp without punishing the Coreans, The 
tercitory which the Japanese aro able to 
command narrows appreciably every day, 
snd it is now confined to the province 
which includes Seoul, 
province of Hwang Hai and a not vary 
large territory around Fucan and Gensan, 
Bodies of troops, excepting in large num- 
bors, are unable to march to Seoul from 
oither Gonsan or Fusan, and then only with 
the loss of large numbers on account of the 
guerilia warfare carried on by the Coroans 
and the Joas of numbers from illneas and 
jong marching. Tho Japanese certainly do 
lack the stamina one always supposed tham 
to possess to a certain degree. 


PATRIOTS ARD TRAITOR, 

A very significant occurred on the king's 
birthday on the Q6th day of the moon, 
The town of Chemulpo is always ablaze 
with lights aud brilliant with fags, but on 
last Saturday not a flag was to bo seon and

NEWCHWANG IN DANGER. 


Nowobwaog, September 1. 

In the midst of the excitement caused by 
the conflicting reporta from the seat of war 
in Corea, it is to bs hopad that the condition 
in which the handred odd foreign residents 
at the ports of Newechwang will begin to 
find themsslvea within the next three months, 
will uot be lost sight of by these who sre ip 
any way responsible for the aafety of 
foreigners in the Far East, That the con: 
dition of the handful of Europeans whose 
fate it will be to pass four months of the 
cowiog winter entirely out off from effectual 
retreat and sorrounded by all the elaments 
which generally lead..to disturbances in. 
China, is likely to bo grave in the extreme, 
tauat atonce be acknowledged by any one 
who thinks of their situation and koows 
anything of their environment, 

Some of the dangers likely to arise have 
already been poidted out. Amongst other 
things, it has been truly atatad that New- 
chwang, being an important poiat on what 
will, during the winter, be the highway 
between Corea and Shavhaikuan, much of 
the excitement whish the chances of war 
will bring forth will be fooussed here, and 
soldiers returning from the front, whether 
flushed with victory, or driven wild by 
defeat, will in either case be a source of 
terror to the unfortunate Enropeans who 
will be found in their path. 

Already a very dangerous element, the 
off-epring of the war, bas presented itself in 
our midst in the persons of the many deser~ 
tera—soldiers and camp-followars—who have 
left the ranks ou their way to Corea, These 
men are without, and will continua to be 
without, occupation, they are naturally the 
moat depraved of the soldier olass, and, 
being in constant dread of capture, they 
lark in the lowest dena in the back alleys of 
the town where they hava constant op. 
portunities for instigating the poor wretches 
they meet to evil actions, andat any moment 
a spark may thus be kindled which in the 

resent state of excitement: would spread 
Hike wildfire over the antize dietriot, 

That in theeventof a riot in time of war 
all foreigners would be treated by the ignor~ 
ant and excited mob as the enemies of China, 
hay already been sufficieatly proved by the 
sad event which occurred last month in the 
neighbouring town of Liacyeng, 

Much more might ba said to show the grave 
risks whioh are certain daring the winter to 
surround thislittleoutpost of western civilisae 
tion ; but enough perbaps has been stated to 
show that the same precautions for their 
safety which ih former years, when the 
danger was really leas, were freely given, 
should. this year be extended to the New- 
chwang residents, } Jast ten years ago, when 
it was feared that the feeling which every- 
where prevailed amongst the Chinese on 
keoouut of the French troubles might ba e 
soutoa of danger to the isolated foreigners 
in this place, an Amerioan gunboat was 
sent to winter bere, aud her presence ren- 
dered life and property secure. Now that the 
excitement is very much greater than in 
1884, that we are in loss proximity to the 
eceue of conflict, that, apart from the war, 
there are dangers of local disturbances, it is 
to be earnestly hoped that one of the Treaty 
Powers will again be able to furnish a 
gunboat for onr protection: .
